The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not show a tool holder and flexibly deformable tool comprising a channel parallel 
to a body having a support including a widening channel opening to the outside, 
wherein this widening opening comprises a surface of which one of the generatrices 
being substantially parallel to the axis of the cylindrical part of the channel and means to 
hold the tool after its flexion not parallel to the axis of the body, the means being fixed to 
the support and not parallel to the axis of the body.
